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DETAILED ACTION 

This FINAL office action is in response to the paper filed on 04/29/2008. The 
amendments to the claims are acknowledged. 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1-14 are pending. Claims 1-7 are examined. Claims 8-14 are withdrawn. 
Priority 

All priority documents have been received and accepted. 

Objections and Rejections Withdrawn 

The objection to claim 3 is withdrawn in view of the amendments to the claim. 

The rejection of claims 1-7 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, written 
description, is withdrawn in view of the amendments to the claims. 

The rejection of claims 1 -7 under 35 USC 1 1 2, first paragraph, scope of 
enablement, is withdrawn in view of the amendments to the claims. 

The rejection of claims 1 -4, 6, and 7 under 35 USC 1 02(e) is withdrawn in view of 
the fact that Jalink (U.S. 6,596,499) does not teach a third linker in its indicator. Further, 
it would not be obvious to add a third linker to such an indicator since the prior art does 
not teach such motivation. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is indefinite because the language of the claim is confusing, i.e. the claim 
reads the "second rigid linker sequence has a flexible site acting as a hinge" so it is 
unclear whether the linker is rigid or flexible, for example. 

New Rejection Necessitated by Amendments to the Claims 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

Claim 1 introduces new matter because it now refers to " a membrane 
localization sequence linked to the second chromophore through a third rigid linker 
sequence" and there is no teachings in the specification or in the original claims of such 
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a third linker positioned in the composition as claimed. Therefore, claim 1 introduces 
new matter. Dependent 2-7 are included in this rejection because they do not correct 
the deficiencies of claim 1 , from which they depend.
